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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a contents management and 
coordinate supporting method capable of retrieving contents suitable to 
sensitivity or sensitive words regardless of the kind of contents, and 
easily performing its utilization or circulation. 

SOLUTION: In retrieving a different kind of contents (for example, 
music) suitable to the sensitivity of the contents (for example, pictures) 
at the hand of a user for a contents DB 3, the retrieval key of a 
sensitive word and a user file are inputted from an input part 1 to media 
managing part 2. An inter- multimedia coordinate part 5.2 selects the 
feature value of the sensitive word for the featured value of the 
sensitivity from the media managing part 2 by using a feature 
value/sensitive word conversion rule and the user file, and decides the 
corresponding sensitive word, and decides the sensitive word suitable to 
the suitable different kind of contents. A multimedia sensitivity 
recommending part 5.3 decides the sensitive word and the feature value 
indicating the sensitivity of the different kind of contents by using a 
sensitive word/feature value conversion rule and the user file. The 
media managing part 2 retrieves the contents DB 3 from the result, and 
provides the contents desired by the user.

[Problems to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the 
conventional device described above, there is a problem, for example, 
in that image data is input and it is not possible to find music data that 
matches the feeling of that image data. In other words, there is a 
problem in that searching according to feeling is not possible among 
different contents. 

[0009] Incidentally, the spread of multimedia data is advancing with 
an increasing demand from many people to freely combine a lot of 
contents in order for greater self-expression. For example, in the case 
of presenting music created by oneself on the Internet, it has become 
possible not only to play music, but also to display images that 
correspond with that music at the same time the music is playing, to 
display the title using text that fits that music or the like, and by 
combining music with a plurality of other media contents, or In other 
words, by coordinating and presenting media, richer expression has 
become possible. However, there is a problem in that it is difficult for 
an individual to perform this media coordination each time, and doing 
so takes time. 

[0010] Moreover, normally, media coordination Is performed by a 
specialist, and it has not been simple for everyone to be able to request 
this kind of media coordination of a specialist. That is because people 
requesting this service have not had the tools for using the know how of 
the specialist well. Therefore, there was a problem in that various 
contents could not be skillfully used. 

[0011] For the same contents, different users receive different 
feelings. For example, even though a child may think that a certain 
picture is 'cute', an adult may feel that it is 'not interesting'. In the 
case where an adult enters a search keyword as a feeling word for 
expressing the feeling 'cute', if items were output that were childish. 
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the items would not be the search results desired by that adult. 
[0012] Furthermore, when It Is desired to consider and use a 
combination of different contents for example, feeling words that 
express feelings about pictures may not always be the same as feeling 
words that express feelings about music. In this case it is necessary to 
thinl< about total coordination. For example, it is convenient to mai<e it 
possible to select music having the feeling 'clear' for a picture that a 
child feels is 'cute'. 

[0013] The object of the present invention is to provide a 
multimedia contents management and coordination support method 
and device thereof that. In order to make it possible to more easily use 
an existing contents database, regardless of the type of contents, are 
capable of providing over a network or the like, different kinds or the 
same kinds of contents that correspond to the feeling of an entered 
search key (or entered feeling word). 

[0029] As shown in FIG. 6, this embodiment of the invention is an 
example of searching for a feeling word and music data with image data 
as a search key. In this embodiment, a characteristic amount is 
extracted according to characteristic amount extraction rules, from that 
characteristic amount, a characteristic amount related to feeling is 
extracted according to feeling characteristic amount extraction rules, a 
feeling word is set using characteristic amount to feeling word 
characteristic amount conversion rules, and desired contents (for 
example, music) are searched for using feeling word to feeling word 
characteristic amount conversion rules. This embodiment will be 
explained in detail below with reference to FIG. 2, FIG. 5, FIG. 6 and 
FIG. 9. 

[0038] As shown in FIG. 7, this embodiment of the invention is an 
example of searching for another kind of feeling word and music data 
with a feeling word as a search key. In this embodiment, a feeling 
word is set using characteristic amount to feeling word conversion rules. 
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and contents (for example, music data) desired by a user are searched 
for using feeling word to feeling word characteristic amount conversion 
rules. This embodiment will be explained in detail below with 
reference to FIG. 3, FIG. 5, FIG. 7 and FIG. 10. 

[0044] As shown in FIG. 8, this embodiment of the invention is an 
example of searching for music data with image data as a search key. 
In this embodiment, a characteristic amount is extracted from an image 
according to characteristic amount extraction rules, that amount is 
converted to a characteristic amount for music according to 
characteristic amount to characteristic amount conversion rules, and 
music data are searched for. This embodiment will be explained in 
detail below with reference to FIG. 4, FIG. 5, FIG. 8 and FIG. 11. 

[0053] 

[Effect of the Invention] As was explained above, with this invention 
it is possible to provide via a network or the like, a different kind of or 
the same kind of contents that are suitable to a feeling desired by a user, 
so that anyone can easily enjoy media coordination. As a result, it Is 
expected that the use of multimedia contents will be promoted, and the 
creation and distribution of contents will become more active. 
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
